WON BY SHIPPERS 


Uniform Agreement with the 
Railroads Awaits Ratifi- 
cation of Commer- 
cial Interests. f 


PROTECTS RAIL PATRONS. 


State and National Industrial 
Associations Gain a Vic- 
tory for American 
Commerce. 


A binding agreement between shippers and 
the railroads, the dream of American com- 
merce, in the form of a uniform bill of lading, 
practically has been agreed upon. Repre- 
sentatives of commercial interests and all the 
trunk lines of the country have settled upon 
the form of the new bill, and the interstate 
commerce commission has concurred. It will 
be submitted for the ratification of the rail- 
road and commercial interests of the country 
early in July. 

The effect of the ratification will be to make 
the new bill of lading a part of the interstate 
commerce law. The shippers then will have 


the last decade—a railroad receipt binding on 
the carriers. The negotiations have been thus 
far carried on by railroad representatives 
and members of the board of directors of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association and the 
American Shippers’ association. 

The new bill will hold the initial road and 
its connections liable for a shipment from 
the time ft is delivered to the company until 
it is delivered to the consignee at its desti- 
nation. 


Illinois Association Active. 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ association and 
the American Shippers’ association have 
pressed the matter before the inters ¢te com- 
merce commission for three year. con- 
ditions were agreed upon at a eugterence 
May 24 and 25 in Chicago. The m ¹] ens 
were placed before the interstate cox Here 
commission with the view of having them in- 
corporated into a law that would be mutually 
protective, and it was agreed that a draft of 
the bill of lading and conditions would be 
submitted to the railroads and commercial 
interests of the country early in July. 

So closely has the draft of the conditions 
been guarded only fragments have gained 
publicity. The heads of the commercial as- 
sociations in all the principal cities have 
asked for enlightenment, and in every in- 
stance they have been told the conditions 
would be made public early in July, and they 
have perforce been satisfied to wait. Specific 
questions met with similar treatment, it be- 
ing the object of the framers of the condi-

The first line of the new unfform bili of 
lading fixes the responsibility on all carriers. 
It reads, railroad company 
and connections,” and after referetice to 
tariffs, in effect, says: “ Which company 
agrees to carry to its usual place of delivery 
at said destination, if on its road. otherwise to 
deliver to another carrier on route to said 
destination. It is mutually agreed, as to each 
carrier of any or all of said property over 
all or any portion of said route to destination, 
and as to each party at any time interested in 
any or all of said property that every service 
to be performed hereunder shall be subject to 
all the cOnditions, whether printed or written, 
herein contained (see conditions on back) 
and which are agreed to by the shipper and 
accepted for himself and his assigns as just 
and reasonable. 

In igsuing this bill of lading thie com- 
pany, with respect to the portion of the route 
beyond its own line, acts as agent and agrees 
to transport only over ite own line.” 

Liability Remains Fixed. 

While the initial carrier “ agrees to trans- 
port only over its own line,“ this clause does 
not exempt the initial carrier from the liabil- 
ity imposed upon it by law for loss, damage, 
or injury not occurring on its own line or its 
portion of the through route, or occurring 
after the property has been delivered to an- 
other line. : 

The responsibility in such instances is fixed 
by the interstate commerce law, and hereto- 
fore the law was valueless in this respect be- 
cause of the conditions forced on the shippers 
by the transportation lines. In signing the 
new bill of lading the agent of the initial car- 
rier also signs on behalf of all others inter- 
ested in the transporting of the shipment. 

Section 2 fixes the responsibility for loss 
and damage on the road in possession of the 
freight at the time of such loss or damage. 
Section 8 gives the carrier the right to divert 
shipment from its natural route if circum- 
stances make it impossible to carry out the 
original instructions of the shipper, and in 
case of diversion to a water route the re- 
sponsibility shall be the same as if entire 
carriage was by rail. 


Must Claim in Writing. 
“Claims for loss, damage, or delay must 
be made in writing to the carrier at the point 


sixty daye after delivery of the property; or 
in case of failure to make delivery, then with- 
in sixty days after a reasonable time for de- 
livery has elapsed. Unless claims are so made 
the carrier shall not be liable. 

„Any carrier or party liable on account of 
lose of, or damage to, any of said property, 
shall have the full benefit of any insurance 
that may have been effected upon or on ac- 
count of sald property.“ 

In the matter of grain shipments the rall- 
roads have taken measures to stop the per- 
nicious use of cars for storage purposes at 
pointe where. there is a railroad, public, or 
licensed elevator by incorporating in the con- 
ditions the right to place such grain in the 
elevators, if not promptly unloaded, and be 
subject to a llen for elevator charges in ad- 
dition to all other charges which may have 
accrued on the shipment. 

Liability for Nonremoval. 

The liability because of the consignee not 
removing the property within a reasonable 
time is practically the same as regulated by 
the interstate law and those of various states. 
The fixing of responsibility for delivery and 
reception of freight at places where no regu- 
larly appointed agent is employed is the same 

in the old conditions—the shipper is re- 
sponsible until the car is attached to the 
train and the consignee bears the burden 
after the car is placed on the side track. 

In section 9 the railroads are not respons!i- 
ble for loss or damage to shipments carried 
partly by water, resulting from the pertis of 
the lakes; sea, or other waters, or from ex~ 


pel shippers to take out marine insurance on 
all such shipments. In the recent tariffs cov-

He did not strike a hard blow at the sermon 
in itself, but he classified it as too antiquated 
to Be of great use in the modern world. He 
pointed out as proof that it was not the fail- 
ure of congregations to grow in size, the in- 
difference with which church members at- 
tended services, and the competition of ser- 
mons with the Sunday paper that caused the 
new era. 


People Tired of Preaching. 

Mere preaching ceases to hold a large 
place in the work of the church nowadays,“ 
he declared. People are tired of it. How- 
ever, it Is given still a more or less prominent 
place and the clergy are etill trying to preach; 
with a certain amount of success. 

“Compared with the congregations of a 
few years ago, and congidering the enlarged 
size of the neighborh s from which they 
have to draw, there are few large congrega- 
tions in the country today as large as those 
to which Beecher, Talmage, and Spurgeon 
preached. 

“There has been a great change. The 
preaching is as good, it is true, and the 
preachers now are as great as they used to 
be. But this is not the age of the sermon. 
Ours is the age of personal work. Consid- 
ering the cheapness of printing and the wide 
circulation of printed good literature, it is 
a marvel that people come to hear the 
preacher now. 

I believe they only come out from a feel- 
ing of a sense of duty. It is not because they 
are interested, but to please us who do the 
preaching. The real reason sermons are go- 
ing out of date is because we fail to get 
definite results from the sermon. 

It is always an individual who leads a per- 
gon to religion. This is shown by the small 
number of converts. 


Hits at “Gypsy” Smith’s Work. 

In this connection Dr. Myers stated that 
in his experience he did not know of a 
single member the church gained through 
the conversions of Gypey Smith, who 
n 


not bring results. Individual effort is what 
counts.”’ 

Dr. Myers also surprised the divinity stu- 
dents by advising sensationalism in ser- 
mons, if they preached them, and in further- 
ing the attempts to heal invalids by prayer. 

“TI like sensationalism in preaching,’ he 


declared. The little fellows in the smaller 
churches are barking against it, but that is 
because they don’t know how to do it them- 
selves. Sensationalism—wise sensationalism 
—ig a good thing and accomplishes its work 
as nothing else will. 

“The Christian Scientists have at last 
compelled us to discuss the question of heal- 
ing by prayer. I believe the minister has 
thie element of power if used in a sickroom. 
The trouble is that we are too timid. We 
are afraid that our prayer will not be an- 
swered.” 


BODY OF MAN PLUNGES INTO 
TROLLEY CAR WHILE ON BRIDGE

Mystery Envelops Manner in Which 
Death Overtook Victim — Police 
Think It Case of Suicide. 


New York, June 26.—[{Special.}—While a 
trolley car was speeding over Brooklyn bridge 
toward Manhattan at 9:30 o’clock tonight a 
man’s body shot through the second window 
from the rear car and fell in the aisle. The 
six passengers in the car were badly fright- 
ened. and ‘the conductor, after a short ex- 
amination, saw that the man was dead. 

Where the body came from is a mystery. 
Patrick Ascher, the motorman, says the front 
car did not strike any one. The police think 
the man attempted to commit suicide by 
throwing himself from the promenade above 
into the roadway in front of the car. They 
figure that the man misjudged the speed of 
the car, which was going at a lively rate, and 


landed against the side, falling through the 


open window. Examination of the body 
showed ribs crushed in the right side as evi- 
dence that the man had been badly crushed 
internally. 

In the man’s pockets were found two Keys, 
a cheap watch, 46 cents, and several cards, 
among them one reading “J. Nelson, 738 
Third avenue, Brooklyn.“ 

The police found a man named Nelson at 
that address. He said he had a brother John 
answering the description of the dead man.

Purpose Is to Find Exact Own- 
ership of Indiana Branch 
Which Took Rebates 
from Alton Road.

Rockefeller, H. H. Rogers, and other officers 
of the Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
with subpoenas to compel their attendance 
in Judge K. M. Landis’ court at aoa. on 
July 6.

Miller, attorney for the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana, had refused to sup- 
ply the court with certain information re- 
quested.

Motion for New Trial Overruled, 


This dramatic turn in the so-called Stand- 
ard Oil case, the result of several years’ in- 
vestigation by the government and the ex- 
penditure of half a million dollars, came 
when Judge Landis overruled the motion for 
a new trial. 

J. H. Howard, assistant auditor of the 
Alton, had been called, and when the first 
question was asked him by the court, Attor- 
ney Miller objected, saying: 

“If your honor please, the defendant ob- 
jects to this inquiry on two grounds: First, 
unless the testimony to be secured is to be 
taken into consideration in connection with 
the motion for a new trial, now before the 
court, it is incompetent. Secondly, whatever 
was done, of which this witness has cogni- 
gance, was done by the Alton railway and 
must be absolutely incompetent as against 
the defendant.” 

“The first point is good, I think,” said 
Judge Landis in a low voice, but one that 
could be heard throughout the courtroom, 
„and the motion for a new trial is therefore 
overruled. Your second point is not well 
taken.“ 

“ We except,” said Mr. Miller, and have 
several other motions which we wish to pre- 
sent.” 


Six Motions Quickly Denied. 


He then introduced six distinct technical 
motions, each of which was overruled by 
Judge Landis as soon as stated. Over the 
objection of Mr. Miller the examination of 
Witness Howard was resumed. His testi- 
mony dealt with that mysterious rate of 10 
cents which appeared on some of the way 
bills figuring so prominently in the trial of 
the case. 

B. H. Stannage and Milo Smith, rate clerks 
for the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, teeti- 
fied regarding the tariffs on thatroad. They 
were followed by F. 8. Hollands, rate clerk 
for the Alton. He, too, was questioned rela- 
tive to the 10 cent rate and became badly 


confused. 
Miller Refuses to Answer. 


At this point Judge Landis asked Mr. Miller 
if the defense was prepared to furnish the in- 
formation requested. After announcing that 
his company was innocent, and that the in- 
quiry of the court was extra-judicial, the at- 
torney for the defendant read the questions 
of Judge Landis and said: 

„ As to what association, corporation, or 
persons own stock of the defendant com- 
pany, what the outstanding stock of such 
holding company is, and what the net earn- 
ings and dividends of said holding company 
were during thé period covered by this in- 
dictment, the defendant respectfully begs to 
decline to procure, or obtain, or attempt to 
obtain any information.” 


Judge Orders the Subpoenas. 
Turning to the clerk Judge Landis said: 
„Tou may issue subpoenas for the presi- 

dent. secretary, and treasurer of the de- 
fendant company; you may issue a subposnsa 
for Mr. Felton of the Union Tank line; and 
subpmenas for the directors, officers, and 
managers of such holding company, if one 
there be, as the counsel for the government 
indicates to you. And the couneel for the 
government is hereby directed to procure the 
information and give the names to the clerk. 
These subpoenas may be made returnable 
at 10 a m. on July 6. 

„This is Gone on the theory that the fine 
is a punishment; that the real owner of the 
property is the real defendant, 
imposed the obligation on the court of fixing, 
the punishment and a broad latitude is given 
the court by the act, thus enabling the court 
to use his discretion.

Excursionists See Sandboat At-

MANY MAROONED ON DRAW. 


Bridge 


More excitement than the Chicago river 
has known in years was causeé last night by 
the sinking of the Atlas, a sandboat, in the 
draw of the Clark street bridge. 

The passengers, numbering more than 1,000, 
on the steamer Theodore Roosevelt at its 
dock nearby were frightened, the women 
and children running hither and thither in 
the belief their boat had been injured. 

The bridge was put out of commission by 
the cutting of the electric power cable and 
forty persons who had staid on it for the 
ride were temporarily marooned. 

The crew of five men on the Atlas was 
rescued by policemen and firemen on the 


8:30 o’clock with ten tons of sand and five 
men aboard. When it got abreast of the 
Theodore Roosevelt, which was taking on 
passengers just east of the bridge, the Atlas 
suddenly sheered toward the seuth and 
collided with the abutment of the bridge ap- 
proach. The sandboat was going at full 
speed and the impact smashed its bow to 
kindling wood. Two clusters of piles along- 
side the abutment were bowled over like 
toothpicks.

The other members of the crew ran aft as 
the boat sank, and gained the upper works, 
which remained above water. There they 
clung until taken off by Capt. Lyons of the 
Illinois, which arrived a few minutes after 
the accident. The men thus rescued were

Mrs. Day 
stuck to her story about the threats Orchard | 
had made against Stuenenberg while talking 
to her, but contradicted the new information 
that on one occasion, while she was talking 
with him in the Belmont hotel at. Denver. 
where she knew him under the name of 
Dempsey, Hay wood came into the hotel look- 
ing for him. Dempsey introduced her to 
Haywood, and after a few moments of gen- 
eral conversation Dempsey took Hay wood to 
his room for a private talk. 

This was the first testimony brought out 
from any witness, except Orchard, that di- 
rectly linked Haywood with Orchard and 
that coupled the secretary-treasurer of the 
federation with the murder machine under 
the name of Dempsey. 

O'Neill apparently was called to bear out 
the statement first made by Richardson in 
his cross examination of Orchard, that on one 
occasion Orchard had called at O’Nelill’s office 
and asked for the house addresses of Gov. 
Peabody and Sherman Bell, when O'Neill had 
told him to look in the city directory for them. 
O'Neill gave that conversation today, and 
added that after he had told Orchard to look 
in the directory there was some little further 
talk during which Orchard said that both 
Peabody and Bell “ ought to be bumped off.” 


Borah Wins a Point. 


ONeill hae been editor of the Miners’ Mag- 
azine for five years. He told of having geen 
Orchard about headquarters in Denver a few 
times; but remembered no special talk they 
had had, except this one conversation.

BALKS VOTE FOND PROBE 


ROOSEVELT SUPPORTER IN NEW 
YORK SENATE OPPOSES PLAN. 


John Raines, Stanch Administration 
Man and Republican Boss“ of the 
Upper House at Albany, Prevents 
Adoption of Resolution Calling for 
Inquiry Into Charges of Agreement 
Between National Committee and 
Corporate Interests in 1904 Fight. 


Albany, N. T., June 26.—[ Special. ]--Objec- 
tion by Senator John Raines, a stanch 
Roosevelt man and the republican ‘ boss 
of the upper house, prevented the adoption 
of a resolution offered by Senator Thomp- 
son, a democrat of Kings county, just be- 
fore the senate adjourned for the segsion this 
afternoon. 

The Brooklyn senator sent to the clerk’s 
desk a resolution as follows: 

** Whereas, Recent published reports, ob- 
viously inspired by promoters of corporate 
interests doing business in this state, have 
charged that managers of the national re- 
publican campaign in 1904 solicited and ac- 
cepted large contributions of money from 
said corporate interests in accordance with 
an understanding that President Roosevelt 
and the national government would grant 
certain concessions intended to bemefit said 
corporate interests, and, 

*“* Whereas, Such reports having been cir- 
culated for the sole purpose of establishing 
in the public mind the existence of such 
understanding between ident Roosevelt 
and the corporations, it is the duty of this 
legtslature to investigate and prove the truth 
or falsity of such public reports in the inter- 
ests of public morals.” 


FIRE NEAR JAMESTOWN SHOW. 


Flames Destroy Fifty Structures Just 
Outside Exposition Grounds—Chi- 
cago Man Saves Woman. 


Norfolk, Va., June 26.—Fire early today at 
Pine Beach, a resort filled with hotels of 
varying sizes, restaurants, stores, and places 
of amusement, just outside the Jamestown 
exposition grounds, destroyed fifty frame 
structures covering a large area, one life was 
lost, and one person narrowly escaped death. 

During the fire C. Abler of Chicago rescued 
from the Arcade hotel a woman who was in 
danger of being burned to death. An un- 
known negro perished in a shack near the 
Hotel Suffolk. 

The Arcade, Royal Pine, Hampton Roads, 
Washington House, Outside Inn, Powhatan, 
Carolina, and Berkley hotels were among the 
largest buildings destroyed. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. The loss 
is placed at between $200,000 and $250,000, 
with about 20 per cent insurance. 


SCOUT CRUISER IS LAUNCHED. 


Chester Is Latest Type of Fast Warship 
—New British Cruiser Inflexible 
Launched at Glasgow. 


Bath, Me., June 26—The scout cruiser 
Chester, named in honor of a Pennsylvania 
city, and one of the latest types of fast war- 
ships for the United States. navy, was 
launched successfully this afternoon from 
the yard of the Bath Iron works. 

Launch Big British Cruiser. 

GLASGOW, June 26.—The armored cruiser 
Inflexible, sister ship of the Indomitable and 
Invincible, of twenty-five knots speed, was 
launched at Clydebank today. It is of 
17,250 tons displacement, is 580 feet long, and 
cost $8,500,000. Its main battery eonsists of 
eight twelve inch guge and its armored belt 
is six inches thick.

PAYS $3,600 FORA DOLLAR 


COLLECTOR GETS A SILVER COIN 
STAMPED 103 YEARS AGO. 


Numismatic Collection of the Late 
M. A. Stickney of Philadelphia Is 
Sold at <Auction—Highest Price 
Paid for a Single Piece Is $6,200 
for a Famous Brashers New. Yori 
Doubloon—U: 8. Half-Eagle Mint- 
ed in 1815 Bid Off for $2,000. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 26.—[Special.J—A 
single United States silver dollar of the coin- 
age of 1804 brought $3,600 here today at the 
sale of the collection of the late M. A. Stick- 
ney, the best price during the sale except 
$6,200, which a dealer paid for a famous 
Brasher’s New York doubloon, the face value 
of which is only $16. 

There are but six specimens of the 1804 
dollar known to be extant, one of which is 
now at the mint in this city. Stickney re- 
ceived the rare coin on May 9, 1848, from the 
local mint in exchange for other coin. 

It weighs a trifle less than 415 grains, and, 
having been kept in a chamoise bag, it is ex- 
tremely fine and brilliant. 

Before it changed hands again today at the 
end of sixty-four years, dealers and collectors 
vied with one another in raising its value 
with their spirited bidding. Mr. Chapman. 
who finally carried it off, opened the bidding 
with $1,000. His competitors run the price 
up in Jumps of $250 at a timé, until the price 
had soared to $3,000. Then Mr. Chapman's 
bid of $3,600 got the treasure. 

Equally interesting was the bidding for an 
1815 United States half eagle, which was 
finally captured by S. H. Chapman for $2,000. 
This com is of great rarity, there being only 
six extant.

Although John P. Lenehan, former deputy 
clerk of the Municipal court, was found not 
guilty yesterday on a charge of falsifying a 
public record, his troubles still are far from 
ended.

Mr. Healy had not heard any of the evi- 
dence by the defense, he said, and he was de- 
sirous of hearing it and a brief statement of 
the case by attorneys for the prosecution and 
for the defense. 

Judge Fake, before adjournment, did not 
indicate whether he would begin bearing 
testimony for the prosecution this morning. 
That point was left open to be settled when 
court convenes. It ia believed the taking of 
testimony will begin today. 

Confesses Weakness of Defendants. 

A confession of weakness on the part of the 
four newspaper defendants as opposed to 
Tun Tamms, described as à powerful 
newspaper with a great patronage and a 
great circulation,” was made by Edgar L. 
Masters, one of the attorneys for the Chicago 
American, in his final argument against the 
complaints. 

Mr. Masters practically admitted that the 
four newspapers had by their weakness ”’ 
been forced into a combination againat their 
“ powerful rival. He held that this combi- 
nation was not unlawful, for the reason that 
it had not been entered into maliciously. 

I will say for the sake of illustration,” 
said Mr, Masters, that A (Taz TRIBUNE), 
B (Examiner), C (American), D (Record- 
Herald), and E (Daily News) are newspapers. 
Suppose that newspaper A (meaning Tux 
TRIBUNE) is a powerful newspaper and has a 
great patronage and a great circulation, Sup- 
pose that newspaper A is ‘fighting in the bat- 
tle of trade newspapers B, C, D, and E. News- 
papers B. C, D, and E, say, if standing alone, 
are too weak. Can't newspapers B. C, D, and 
E combine in trade competition against A? 
Is there anything wrong about that? 

Now, suppose that A comes in and says, 
‘My business is injured by B, C, D, end E, 
and they have conspired to injure my busi- 
ness? Does that make it true? Its business 
might be injured, but was it injured mali- 
clouely. This is an act which ig the mere 
product of the will.” 

Fisher’s Opinion of Supreme Court. 

The other feature of the afternoon proceed- 
ing was when Walter L. Fisher, attorney for 
the Record-Herald, having concluded his at- 
tack on the constitutionality of the anti-trust 
act, gave his opinion of the Supreme court. 
It was not a good opinion, Mr. Fisher's client 
having been denied release on habeas corpus 
when it applied to that tribunal. 

Mr. Fisher took a good many words to say 
it, but, in substance, he observed that the 
Supreme court was “inconsistent in its rul- 
ings.”’ as had been demonstrated often in 
cases that Mr. Fishér had taken before it and 
in which he had been ruled against. Many of 
these decisions, Mr. Fisher said, could not be 
defended on reason or on the principles of 


law. 
Mr. Piatt Closes Arguments. 

In closing his argument on the sufficiency 
of the complaints in the morning Mr. Platt 
said: 

It there is probable cause to feel that an 
offense has been committed, and that some 
person within your jurisdiction has com- 
mitted that offense, then your honor has one 
duty—not to determine whether he is gullty 
but to bind him over to those other officers 
of the law and to those other tribunals with 
whom lie the responsibility of conducting the 
further examination, When your honor has 
done that the burden shifts to other shouwl- 
ders. Until your honor shall have done that, 
the whole responsibility rests upon your 
honor, where the people leave it.”

Referring to the controversy, the Battle 
Creek Journal has the following editorial, 
which is In Une with most others published 
by the press throughout the middle west,

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AUTO KILLS 1 YALE BOY. 


D. LEET OLIVER VICTIM OF THE 
SPEED MANIA. 


Twenty-one Year Old Son of Late 
Steel Magnate of Pittsburg Takes 
Three Companions for a Day Dawn 
Ride—Raciug Car Strikes a Fence 
and Turns Somersault Over Small 
Stream, Crushing Owner Beneath 
it—Others Slightly Hurt. 


New Haven, Conn., June 26—{Special. }— 
D. Leet Oliver, a Yale student, 21 years old, 
was killed by the wreck of his own automo- 
bile here this morning, a victim to speed 
mania. 

Oliver, who is the son of the late James B. 
Oliver, a Pittsburg steel magnate, was 3 
senior in Sheffield Scientific school, a mem- 
ber of St. Anthony’s fraternity, and promi- 
nent in the social life of Yale. 

He owned a touring car of thirty-four horse 
power and of the racing type. Early this 
morning he went for a ride with J. C. Col- 
ston of Baltimore, W. 8. Jones of Red Bank, 
N. J., both Sheffield seniors, and E. Hudson, 
a commencement week guest. 

The party intended to go out Whitney ave- 
nue through Centerville to Cheshire, a 
straightaway distance of about ten miles, and 
then return over a country road which runs 
as a loop connecting with the extension of 
Dixwell avenue in this city, which route 
makes a course much used by automobilists. 


How Accident Happened. 

A mile this side of the bridge where the ac- 
cident occurred there is a hill, and down this 
the machine went. In the gray light of dawn 
it is thought Oliver did not realize that the 
bridge was narrow, and, as he was in the car 
tracks, he turned out to travel over the space 
reserved for vehicles, but the swerving of 
the machine and then the skidding of the 
hind wheels brought the machine against a 
fence a short distance from the bridge, and 
the momentum impelling the machine for- 
ward, sent it against a string piece of the 
bridge. 

The machine then went into the air. The 
flight was so great that the racer flew over 
the stream and landed fifteen feet on the 
other bank, then, turning a somersault, fell 
towards the water. The flight of the machine 
threw out Oliver's companions, but Oliver 
came down with and under the machine and 
was crushed, dying instantly. His compan- 
ions were only slightly hurt. Oliver's body 
was sent to Pittsburg laterin the day. 

The claim is made that the fence against 
which the automobile first struck, and which 
is in a measure thought to have caused the 
car to be deflected in its course, projects into 
the highway.

OPENS FIGHT ON SMOKE 


PLANS OF INTERNATIONAL ASSO- 
CIATION AT MILWAUKEE. 


Believed That Convention Will De- 
mand Passage of Pure Air Laws 
Along the Limes of the Pure Food 
Statute—W. J. Zimmers Delivers 
Address on “The Fublic Right to 
Pure Air’’—Dangers of the Nui- 
sance Pointed Out. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 26.—([Special.}]—The 
international association for the prevention 
of smoke opened its second annual conven- 
tion in Milwaukee today, and in debate and 
lecture dealt the smoke muisance a number 
of heavy blows. The address on The Pub- 
lic Right to- Pure Air’’ at the Pabst theater 
hall tonight evoked the greatest enthusiasm, 
and indicated the Nkelihood of association 
action during the convention that will de- 
mand state and national pure air laws along 
the lines of the present pure food statute. 

Why should we not have a law against the 
poisoning of the air by foul smoke?’ asked 
William J. Zimmers. “ Why do we enact a 
law against adulteration of milk because we 
fear the helpless infant will be hurt, when 
smoke poison will injure an infant ten times 
more? Air is essential to life. Scientists 
have shown us that tuberculosis is the out- 
come of impure air. In Milwaukee we are 
contributing thousands of dollars towards 
tuberculosis sanitariums. Would it not be 
wiser and better and surer to contribute the 
same money toward smoke prevention? 

No man has a right to defile the water I 
drink. No man has a right to defile what I 
have to breathe, It is worse to contaminate 
what is unseen than what is visible. You 
have as much right to dump your garbage 
in my back yards as you have the right to 
pour out your black smoke into my lungs 
and bring me down with disease.’’ 

The convention opened at the council 
chamber today, with President John Fair- 
grieve of Detroit in the chair. Secretary 
R. C. Harris of Toronto in his report stated 
there were sixty-two members in the associa- 
tion. which embraced sixteen cities. The 
afternoon was devoted to a revision of the 
by-laws. 


BARBER LOSES CUSTOMS POST. 


Too Busy Shaving Customers to Haul 
Down Flag at Proper Time, So 
Collector Complains. 


Washington, D. C., June 26.—[Special.]— 
The ax fell today upon an employé of the 
customs service because he was too busy 
shaving customers to attend to his official 
duties of lowering the United States customs 
flag at the hour fixed by his superior. 

Acting Secretary of the Treasury Reynolds 
received a few days ago a communication 
from a collector of customs in the south rec- 
ommending the dismissal of the employé for 
the following reasons: 

First—There is no revenue cutter attached to the 
post any longer, and therefore no boat to care for. 

Second—The flag should be hauled down at 4 
o’clock each day, but the man charged with this 
duty, who is also a barber, says that 4 o'clock is 
his busy time, and that there are always so many 
customers in his shop waiting to be shaved that 
he has no time to haul down the flag, and therefore 
the collector has to haul it down himself. 

Mr. Reynolds regarded both reasons as 
good ones. 


EIGHT KILLED BY EXPLOSION. 


Two Americans and Six Italian Labor- 
ers Blown to Pieces When Dyna- 
mite Lets Go. 


Houston, Va., June 26.—By an explosion of 
a box of dynamite near Tola, Charlotte coun- 


‘ty, yesterday afternoon, eight persons were 


killed and six others seriously injured. 

The two Americans killed were Edward 
Clarke of Charlotte county, fireman, and 
Cornelius Sullivan of Lemont, II., fore- 
man for the McDermott Construction com- 
pany of Chicago, which has the contract for 
the construction of a part of the Tidewater 
raiiway. The six others killed were all Ital- 
fans, who were known by numbers rather than 
names. 

The cause of the explosion is unknown, as 
the victims were the only pérsons in the 
vicinity. George Mason, an engineer, was 
fatally injured.

Turing his attenticn to the railroads, the 
governor said: The question of the day is 
the control of railroads. Transportation has 
ite hand on every line of industry in the coun- 
try. It is rapidly coming into a few hands. 
It can build up one port and wreck another. 
It can make or break any manufacturing in- 
dustry. 

These are truisms. It is also a truism to 
say that the state must controi the railroads, 
or the railroads will control the state. 

Is it not absurd that there should be 
forty-five different ways of incorporating a 
company in the United States? Is it not 
ridiculous that it should be possible for a 
company doing business in one state to evade 
the spirit of its laws by taking out a charter 
in another state?’ 


Root Replies to Guild. 

Secretary Root's reference to Gov. Guild's 
remarks was: 

“I venture to suggest that there are two 
things to be done of vital importance, both 
of which require the highest degree of in- 
teHigence. One is that for the solution of 
the complicated questions which now are 
before us government should be simplified 
in the highest degree, and to simplify is the 
function of learning. The other is that re- 
sponsibility shall be fixed so that the people 
may know whom to hold responsible for 
failures to produce good government. 

The fixing of responsibility is a matter 
for the highest intelligence and courage. The 
question of national or state control fs a 
question to be resolved not by the feeling 
of a popular assembly, but by the careful 
study of consequences. A measure that is 
seen to be useful for a particular purpose 
may be most baleful as a precedent. 

“The men of Harvard live in other states 
of the union. Their influence may bring the 
legislation and administration of other states 
into conformity with the general ideals with- 
out breaking down the right of local self- 
government.” 


Notables Speak at Banquet. 

At the alumni dinner in Memorial hall At- 
torney General Charles J. Bonaparte pre- 
sided as president of the alumni association. 
The duke of the Abruzzi was the first speak- 
er. expressed gratitude for the degree 
conferred on him. 

President Eliot of Harvard made a brief 
address, in which he urged the financial 
needs of the university. Ambassador Jus- 
serand expressed his appreciation of the 
degree awarded him. 

British Ambassador Bryce received a great 
ovation when he arose to speak. Mr. Bryce 
said that this and the fact that he had been 
awarded a degree by Harvard were evi- 
dences of the strong friendship between 
England and America. 

Secretary Root also was warmly greeted. 
He acknowledged his indebtedness to Har- 
vard for many things, beginning with the 
friendships formed when he was a student 
here and ending with the degree awarded 
him today. He warmly praised the admin- 
istration of President Roosevelt. He said 
that this administration would be recorded 
in the future as one of the greatest of all 
American administrations in service and in 
its influence upon the future policy of the 
country.

| Committee Turns Down Amend- 


ment Providing for Sale 
of Equipment.

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1 By the action ot the gas, oll, and electric 


light committee yesterday the discussion of 
the telephone ordinance will be thrown open 
to all comers beginning on Saturday. Before 
the ordinance is reported in to the city coun- 


ell all seekers for a franchise are to be given 


an opportunity to put in their bide, 

In the first place the proposals of the Manu- 
facturers’ Telephone company, backed up by « 
check for $500,000, are to be given 4 hearing, 
and with this wide open invitation by the 
committee the prospects of getting any action 
on the ordinance before the vacation seem to 
have gone glimmering. 

Ald. Snow and Foell obtained this action 
from the majority members of the committee, 
and had it put in the form of a resolution, 
which was adopted and now is in the records. 
At first it was the program of the majority 
to take up the ordinance for final adoption on 
Friday, it having been completed ** tenta- 
tively and sent to the printer again. 

Mr. Snow objected to this and insisted that 
the protestants who have been objecting to 
the rates and terms proposed in it should 
have a chance to be heard, and in the end 
he had his way. ¥ 


Accede to Flat Rate. 

In putting the finishing touches on the 
“tentative ’’ ordinance the majority on the 
committee made one concession and defeated 
one more important amendment. The con- 
cession was agreed to that the flat rate should 
continue in effect until meters registering 
messages at the subscriber’s end of the wire 
could be installed. Although the telephone 
officials have asserted that no adequate meter 
for registration at the other end has been de- 
vised, it is expected that one will be forth- 
coming soon enough even for the most ardent 
advocates of the measured system. 


Kill Provision for Sale. 


The amendment which was defeated was 
one almed to protect the city from the neces- 
sity of giving the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany a perpetual monopoly in Chicago. It 
provided for the sale of the company’s equip- 
ment to whatever company might succeed 
the present grantees at the expiration of the 
grant. 

Ald. Snow, in offering the amendment, 
pointed out that the present difficulties in 
which the city finds itself in endeavoring to 
grant a franchise arise largely from the 
fact that the Chicago Telephone company 
has the equipment, that there is no law or 
contract by which it can be forced to sell 
to another company, and that, consequently, 


the city practically was forced to negotiate 


with the Chicago Telephone company, al- 
though better terms were offered by the 


Manufacturers’ company. 


Says Conditiqn Will Continue. 
„ Thie condition will repeat itself twenty 


years from now when the next franchise ex- 


pires,“ he said, and it will keep on repeat - 
ing itself until the city contracts for the sale 
of the property to which it wishes to give a 
franchise. Until then it will be impossible 
for other concerns to enter competition for 
this franchise, because they will not have 
the property and equipment with which to 
operate telephones, even if they had the 
franchise. My amendment would compel the 
sale at the value of the property and would 
give the city free hand to deal with its tele- 
phone question twenty years from now.” 


Vote Kills Amendment. 


All the arguments which showed the neces- 
sity of giving the city this protection counted 
for nothing. The vote was: 

Yeas—Maypole, Williston, Badenoch, Scul- 
ly, Daugherty, Stewart, and O’Connell. 

Nays—Sitts, Snow, Foell, Reinberg, and 
Bradley.

There are movements now on foot 
looking toward the turning of the tide of 
certain classes of immigration toward the 
south, byt, curiously enough, the nationali- 
ties chiefly affected are not the kind likely to 
make good mill operatives. 

Thus far it is easy, to determine the fact 
that, although a large percentage of the op- 
eratives in the textile mills of New England 
are graded as having foreign parents or being 
foreign born themselves, they represent the 
cream of our immigration.

On the whole, they 
marry among themselves and are generally 
well behaved and orderly. 

The Slavs, the Italians, the Finns, the 
Russian Jews, and the offscourings of south- 
eastern Europe which are filling the tene- 
ment districts of New York and Boston, and 
which are at work in the railroad camps and 
the mines farther in the interior, have not yet 
penetrated into the New England mills. TI.. 
mill girl, therefore, is essentially today 
either American or of the same type of 
western and northern Burope which orig- 
inally peopled America. 

This is an extremely important thing to 
understand when one makes a study of the 
woman employé in the textile mills of New 
‘England. She goes to work because she has 
to assist in the su rt of her family, who 
are almost invariably poor but extremely 
respectable people. She marries in her own 
class and as a rule leaves her work about the 
same time. 

Her daughter often goes into the mills, but 
is likély to acquire something more of an am- 
bition in the direction of the city store or the 
business office, or even as an independent 
dressmaker or milliner, which are lines of 
occupations directly allied with textile manu- 
facturing. 


| Work Is Not Unpleasant. 


The work as a whole is not so unpleasant 
as in some other lines of manufacturing. 
Wise child labor laws in Massachusetts and 
most of the other New Engiand states have 
wiped out one of the most unpleasant features 
of female labor in the textile mills. 

In any event the work is infinitely to be 
preferred to the sweatshop. It probably 
ranks above shoe factories, for many of the 
New England mill owners, with admirable 
business foresight, have made their factories 
of enormous size, with high ceilings, well 
lighted, and scientifically ventilated. 

In the south conditions among the mim 
operatives in textile factories are almost in- 
variably different. The women as well as 
the men are practically all natives, but they 
represent an ignorant and unprogressive clase 
of as a whole, so far as the present 
time is concerned. There is reason to believe : 
that if the factories continue to increase and 
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the demand for labor la a permanent one, the 
‘result will be a more or less rapid develop- 
ment in education and social status of the 
poor White class of the south Atlantic 
seaboard. Bex 


Hope for the “Poor Whites.” 


They have been submerged in a great 
black ocean and lost hope for the future, be- 
cause there was no avenue of responsible 
employment open to them except in compe- 
tition with the negro himself. The “poor 
white“ girls have the southern mills to them- 
selves. The wages are smaller than in the 
north. The hours of labor generally are 
longer. 

When the white mill operative, however, 
once realizes that she absolutely commands 
the labor market she will have it in her power 
to correct this evil. This extraordinary 
demand for labor in the southern states has 
led to a flagrant violation of the laws of 
health and of public policy through the em- 
ployment of children at ages when they 
ought to be in school or enjoying the freedom 
of the open air. The southern mill woman 
goes to work eatiier in her life and stays at 
work longer than her northern sister. She is 
much more apt to remain in the mill after 
she is married, and there is a noticeably 
larger percentage of widows at work. 

There are practically no negro textile mill 
operatives anywhere. There are less than 
500 enumerated for the entire country, and 
they are mostly employed in subordinate po- 
sitions about the mills. 


DEFENSE OF JEWISH WOMEN. 


Chicago Girl Objects to Reflections by 
Raymond on Too Acute Busi- 
ness Instinct.

—* Raymond in his last Saturday's article

the commercial instinct to such an extent 


that they cannot refrain from discussing the 
affairs of their employers. In this way im- 
portant business secrets are often divulged, 
and the Jewish girl seems to be much more 
aware of the commerdlal value of such in- 
formation than her Christian sister.“ 

In justice to the Jewish girl I wish to say 
a few words The prevailing idea that the 
commercial instinct is so inherent in the 
Jewish girl is more hearsay than fact. She 
possesses it to no greater degree than does 
her Christian sister, nor does she turn natur- 
ally to a business career. As a matter of 
fact, the average Jewish girl would prefer 
a pro ional rather than a business career, 
but ofttimes the lack of means to fit herself 
for her chosen profession compels her to en- 
ter the business world, from which it is diffi- 
cult to emerge owing to the small salaries 
paid at the outset and the slow increase in 
such salary, making it impossible for her'to 
defray her weekly expenses and devote part 
of her small income to educational purposes 
as well. 

My assertion that the Jewish gir! is less a 
lover of the business world than is her Gen- 
tile sister is further substantiated by the fact 
that rarely, if ever, does she retain her posi- 
tion after marriage, while I may say that one- 
third of her Christian sistérs do. 

Again, so far from discussing the affairs of 
her employer and divulging important bust- 
ness secrets, she is far more reserved in such 
matters than her Gentile sister, which state- 
ment Raymond“ could e@sily verify did 
he take the pains to inquire of the men who 
employ Jewish girls in repsonsible positions 
rather than the word of but one man. 

I take exception to the words which Imply 
that the Jewish girl would sell her employer's 
business secrets for a consideration. Ray- 
mond could have published nothing more 
unjust nor undeserved than this, for the Jew- 
igh girl has too high a sense of honor to re- 
sort to such low means to obtain money.

TRADITIONAL LUCK FAVORS OLD 
ELI ON EVE OF RACES. 


| New Haven Collegians Win Toss in 


Flipping Coin for Choice of Courses, 
Choosing the West Side—Crimson 
Meets with Severe Reverse, Glass 
of the Varsity Crew Being Taken 
from Boat Suffering with a High 
Fever—Impossible for Him to Row. 


New London, Conn., June 26.—[Special.]— 
Traditional Yale luck won the day when it 
came to the füpping of the coin this evening 
for courses of the crews in tomorrow's Yale- 
Harvard regatta. Capt. Bacon and Heferee 
Meikelham went to the Yale quarters, where 
they conferred with Capt. Ide, and there Mei- 
kelham flipped thecoin. Yale won the choice 
in the varsity and freshman eight oared races 
ard chose the west side. Harvard won in the 
varsity four and chose the west course. Yale 
has apparently an easy thing in this event, so 
that her |! of the better course will have 
practically no effect on the time. 

The freshman eight oars two mile race 
will begin at the drawbridge at 10:30 o'clock, 
followed at 11 o’clock by the varsity four 
oared two mile race, beginning at the navy 
yard, where the freshman eight stops :owing 
If this race is postponed till after 2:30 o'clock 
it will be rowed at 6:30 o’cicck in the evening. 


Glass Lost to Harvard. 


‘Harvard oarsmen tonight suffered what 
they regard as their greatest reverse since 
1900, when Stroke Higginson broke his ankle 
three days before the race with Yale. Glass, 
the giant of the Harvard crew, was taken 
from the varsity eight shell suffering from 
high fever, and Coach Wray said that it 
would be impossible for him to row tomor- 
row.’ Before the boat had gone far he com- 
plained of dizziness. He was examined by 
Dr. Minthan, medical examiner of the 
Harvard oarsmen, who was unable to give 
an immediate decision. He put the oarsman 
to bed and finding that his temperature did 
not go down announced this evening Glass’ 
retirement from rowing for the season. Glass 
was taken to the Fort Griswold house. He 
has been ill all spring with mumps and scar- 
let fever and left the hospital but five days be- 
fore the oarsmen came to this training quar- 
ters. 

Glass is 6 feet 4 inches in height and is 
28 years old and weighs 100 pounds. He 
lives in Spokane. He rowed on the Harvard 
varsity last year against Yale and Oxford.

FORGETTING HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

Ald. Badenoch said the other day that 
it had been his. purpose in the work of. 
the committee on gas, oil, and electric 
light to protect “the property rights of 
corporations from unjust attacks.” Truly 
a Jaudable purpose, but it should not have 
led him to lose sight of the fact that his 
constituents had property rights which 
were as deserving of protection from un- 
just attacks as those of any corporation, 

The council committee on gas, oil, and 
electric light is ready to report a tele- 
phone ordinance which ie in all respects 
satisfactory to the corporation for which 
and by which it was drafted. The prop- 
erty rights of the telephone company have 
been given superabundant protection. Not 
so those of telephone users. Their prop- 
erty rights are unjustly attacked when, as 
by the ordinance in question, they are 
forced to pay unjustly high rates for 
needed telephone service. Surely their 
property rights are deserving of some 
aldermanie consideration. 

It is impossible to believe that the con- 
stituents of Ald. Badenoch and of the 
other aldermen who voted with him. in 
committee are altogether pleased with 
representatives who lose sight of them 
and their interests in their anxiety to take 
care of and do the will of the. telephone 
company. If they had spent half as much 
“time in an effort to find out the needs 
and wishes of their constituents as they 
have. spent in finding out the ‘needs and 
wishes of the telephone company they 
would not have prepared an ordinance 
which in nearly every section sacrifices 
the rights of the men who sent them to 
the council to protect the rights of all, 
and not exclusively those of one corpora- 
tion. 

Fortunately for the public the commit- 
tee can only recommend. Action is re- 
served to the council. A majority of its 
members, it is believed, hdve a whele 
some belief that the rights of their con- 
stituents deserve some consideration. 


AIK TWAIN IN ENGLAND. 

Americans appreciate the cordial wel- 
come given Samuel L. Clemens by the 
British people. The two peoples have a 
common Shakspeare and also a common 
Mark Twain. These are pleasing ties. 
It is indeed fortunate for the fame of 
these two distinguished men, one passed 
away, oné living, that in the United States 
of America, Great Britain, and the far 
off antipodes a common. speech enables 
millions of people to enjoy equal privi- 
leges of. literature and to worship with 


However people on the continent of 
Burope may have honored Mr. Clemens 
and esteemed him as a man of letters, it 
is hardly possible that his vogue would 
be as great among nations not perfectly 
familiar with the English tongue. The 
humorist himself has playfully written of 
“that awful German language” and one 


would be. committed in an effort to Ger- 


‘of Mark Twain. Mr. Clemens has also 
described at some length his emotions 


hen first he encountered one of his most 


amtsing quips translated into French, 
and with great seriousness he translated 
‘it back into English in order that his 


honor conferred upon him. Humorists 
are always the sufferers by translation; 
j the point that depends on the turn of a 


word or the aptness of a phrase ig often 


mangled beyond recognition. 

The more reason then why Mr. Clemens 
is to be felicitated because he has found 
across the water so popnious a nation of 
‘kindred speech and measurably. kindred 
‘perception: and appreciation. But even in 
grateful recognition of the generous wel- 
come he has received Mr. Clemens must 
feel the inclination to suggest to his 
British friends that “ The Jumping Frog” 
at a stepping stone to greatness bas been 
considerably’ overworked... Andrew Lang 
spoké.of it as a revelation. Mr. Birrell 
in introdueing the author to the Pilgrims 
dwelt with emotion on its appearance 
forty years ago. Even King Edward re- 
ferred to it in tones of endearment, and 
now we may reasonably believe that 
“The Jumping Frog will accompany 
Mr. Clemens through the length and 
breadth of the kingdom, receiving with 
the author a divided consideration as 
every suggestion from royalty may exact. 

While Americans have no disposition 
to deprive Mr. Clemens of any advantage 
he may gain from the legend of Calaveras 
they prefer to remember and to regard 
him for other work. It pleases them to 
think that he is a philosopher as well as 

a humorist, that extravagant humor is a 
mere feature of his literary accomplish- 
ment, and that with all his jesting he has 
the deep undercurrent of a genuinely lit- 
erary feeling, which is used as a power 
for the accomplishment of good. It is no 
inconsiderable feat to contribute to the 
| gayety of nations, and Americans are 
proud of “the world’s greatest humor- 
ist,” but it does not lessen their pride that 
the name of Mark ‘Twain stands for 
something more than the writer of droll 
tales and the chaffing around a dinner 
table. This fact Mr. Birrell slightly em- 
phasized in his address, and the same 
fact Mr. Clemens seriously accepted in 
bis response. And when he said that 

“man does not reach the verge of 72 
years without knowing life” he spoke feel- 
ingly for the tears as well as the smiles 
which have come into his own life.

That nothing unreasonable is 
asked of the railroads is proved by the 
fact that some roads are almost smokeless 
as compared with others, On the same 
road one engine smokes more than an- 
other, 

What is needed to deal with the smoke 
evil is a boiler inspector with sufficient ia- 
telligence to compel the men who erect 
new plants to put in boilers of adequate 
capacity and to see when the owners of 
old plants should make necessary changes 
in chimneys and boilers. There should 
also be a smoke inspector who has suffi- 
cient. courage to grapple with the rail- 
roads, steamboats, and tugs which are re- 
sponsible for so large a volume of smoke 
and force them to terms. 

A lot of complicated official machinery 
will aecomplisb nothing. Too many cooks 
spoil the broth. The expert commission 
says the smoke ordinance is all right. 80 
it is, and all that is lacking is a man 
who knows how to go to work to en- 
force it and who has the courage of his 
knowledge. Put the abatement of the 
smoke nuisance in the hands of one or 
two men, and F anything goes amiss the 
public will know where to place the re-

at the Montefiore home, in New York. 

Mre. John A. Logan, to whom he appealed 
for assistance, endeavored in vain to obtain 
a position for him as conductor of the Pull- 
man company. 

His first wife died at Carlsruhe, in May, 
1891, and in the following year the count 
married in New York a young Norwegian 
girl of the name of Ella Olsen Morice, by 
whom he has two more daughters, one 14 
years of age and the other 12. 

_At the time of the murder of Count Adolph 
Blucher it was asserted In the American 
newspapers that Count Gebhard had come 
into the family estates, but this was not the 
case, as the property went to Adolph's young- 
er brothers, Count Ivan Blucher and Count 
Werner Blucher, both of whom are officers 
of the Prussian army.

These Bluchers are only distantly related 
to the princely line founded by the great 
field marshal, the chief of which is the pres- 
ent Prince Blucher of Wahlistadt, whose 
sons bear the title of count. One of his boys, 
Ferdinand by name, was cast off by his 
father, and died absolutely destitute in one 
of the most poverty stricken of immigrant 
lodging houses in New York, after having 
been deserted—not without good cause—by 
the Brooklyn girl whom he had married. 

The prince has been unfortunate in his 
relations with his sons, for it is not go many 
years ago that Count Gebhard Blucher, whose 
engagement has just been announced, was 
associated with his second brother, Gustav, 
in suing their father In the German courts, 
not merely for the allowances to which they 
are entitled by his legal agreement, but also 
for the money due to them under the will 
of their mother, the first of the three wives 
of the Prince. Owing to the fact that the 
prince has secured letters of naturalization

forgery of his name at Cape Town and sen- 
tenced there to a term of penal servitude, 
which she duly underwent. Since her re- 
lease and return to Europe she has published 
a most entertaining volume of reminiscences, 
and was divorced last summer by her hus- 
band, Prince William Radziwill, who is an 
officer of the Russian army and a geéentle- 
man in waiting to the czar, making his home 
at Warsaw.

The Count Gebhard Blucher who is about 
to marry has spent several years in South 
Africa, where, I understand, he has made 
some money. 

Like his fiancée, he fe a Roman Catholic. 
The father of the future princess of Blucher 
—namely: Francis Stapleton-Bretherton—is a 
Lancashire man, married to a sister of Lord 
Petre, and is rich, having succeeded in 1884 
to a fortune of several million dollars ‘be- 
queathed to him by his aunt, who used to 
be known as the Marchesa Stapleton-Breth- 
erton, and whose name he assumed along 
with her property. The marchesa had mar- 
ried the Hon. Gilbert Stapleton, brother of 
Lord Beaumont, and on becoming a widow 
had resumed her maiden name in conjunction 
with that of her husband, calling herself first 
of all Mrs. Stapleton-Bretherton, until in- 
vested by Leo XIII. with a maratisate in 
recognition of her munificent contributions 
to Roman Catholic Institutions.

“I do not think China ever can show ade- 
quately,”’ he continued, “her appreciation 
of the action of the president in agreeing to 
remit all the indemnity on account 
of the boxer revolt save that actually due on 
account of damages and expenses of your 
military e ition, We have had evidence 
before that justice was the keynote of the 
American character, but every one tn China, 
through the publication of the fact in the 
native press, now will have brought directly 
home to him what a great, magnanimous peo- 
ple you are. 


— 
Finds No Class in America. 

“So far as I personally am concerned, I 
cannot express in words my intense admira- 
tion of the United States and its people. I 
was educated here, brought up here, and 
enjoyed the benefit of your family life. I 
feel that the education this country affords, 
particularly to an oriental, inculeates that 
spirit of independence and progress, allied 
with a sense of fair play, which enables the 
recipient to work for the advancement of 
himself and humanity. 

The energy and activity of Americans al- 
ways have appealed to me. Another thing 
that strikes me is the absence of any class 
distinction in your country. Your high 
officials, your wealthy men, your most highly 
educated men form no special clique, but are 
as much a part of the people as is the labor- 
ing man. Wealth and high position are noth- 
ing. They merely are prizes of the fortu- 
nate.“

Says America Should Hold Trade. 

The minister was asked to forecast the fu- 
ture of the United States in China. 

When I was in Boston a few days ago,“ 
he replied, I tried to shame the merchants 
who had maintained trading houses in the 
east for abandoning their busin In my 
boyhood, I used to see the rican flag 
waving from the shops and ships, but four 
years ago, when I was in Canton, Hankou, 
and other ports, I seldom saw’the flags. 


China should increase. Of course, distance 
imposes an extra cost on goods in the way 
of transportation charges. 

The Chinese furnish an excellent market 
for American goods. They are not a manu- 
facturing people. They have no experience 
in organizing combinations, which are abso- 
lutely necessary for handling large business 
enterprises. It will take thém many years 
before they will be able to produce enough 
goods for home consumption. During this 
time they will have to purchase from forejgn 


nations.

Chinese Not Manufacturing Race. 

The Chinese, while naturally a contented 
people, are fond of arts and luxuries, and, if 
they can find readily the things they want, it 
has not been thefr nature up to the present 
time to establish plants and engage in the 
bifsiness of manufacture. 

The trade of the United States and China 
aggregates between $50,000,000 and $60,000,- 
000. See the immense number of kerosene 
lamps our people use. Tou find them in 
nearly every household. They have taken 
the place of the peanut oil lamps. Then the 
cotton trade ls immense. We grow an in- 


American material for the padding for their 
clothes and for shirts, etc. The United 
States has had a particularly large and 
growing trade in cottom with the Manchu- 
rians, but, unfortunately, the conditions ex- 
isting there at the present time are not such 
as to facilitate further expansion.” 


— 
How to Improve Relations. 

The minister was asked to state what should 
be done to improve the relations of the Unitéd 
States and his country. 

The president's partial remission of in- 
demmnity will have a tremendous effect.“ was 
his reply. The proclamation issued by the 
president two years ago, requiring the cor- 
rect treatment of the classes of Chinese ad- 
mitted into this country, has been beneficial. 

“For the further improvement of the re- 
lations of the two countries, I have been 
thinking it would be wise for China to recog- 
nize the economic conditions prevailing in 
America, and to forbid absolutely the emigra- 
tlon of laborers to the United States. The 
United States should treat all the Chinese 
now lawfully in the United States exactly as 
those of other nations with which you have 
the most favored conventions, as you have 
with China. There is no necessity for a 
compact between the two governments. It 
would be better for each to take independent 
action. Thus, you should do away with 
the system of registration. Under the 
law Chinese of the laboring class must reg- 
ister. All other classes are exempt. But 
the latter frequently are called upon by in- 
spectors to show that they have registered, 
and sometimes are thrown into jail, to the 
injury of themselves and their business. 


od 
Exclusion Law Too Drastic. 

“In my opinion the Chinese in Hawaii and 
the Philippine islands should be treated dif- 
ferently. My people have been accustomed, 
for 800 years, to go to the Philippines. They 
have aided in the development of those islands 


They are needed in the interest of the islands. 
That is the view of the Americans. Their 
coming cannot affect labor in the United 
States. Consequently we cannot see why you 
should apply the exclusion laws to islands 
thousands of miles away from your conti- 
nental territory. 

Jam hopeful that the United States will 
recognize the conditions in its Pacific de- 
pendencies, and will adopt a more liberal 
policy with respect to the admission of Chi- 
nese therein. I am sure the adoption of such 
a policy would appeal fo my countrymen as 
another act of magnanimous justice on the 
part of your government.“ 

The minister paused a moment. 

“It has been fated,’ he concluded, that 
the United States and China should have 
the closest intercourse. Geographical situa- 
tion has imposed that upon our two countries. 
We both border on the Pacific, which is a 
great highway for the interchange of our 
thoughts, our civilization, and otir products.

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The most expensive linen and the hand- 
somest embroidered doilies and center pieces 
often are ruined by careless washing. Have 
a laundry bag hung ma convenient place, 
and as fast as the soiled linen accumulates 
place the pieces in it, for it is not pleasant 
to think of their being put in with the soiled 
clothing. Prepare a suds of soft, warm water 
and white soap. Wash through this, rub- 
bing lightly between the hands. If the linen 
is plain, without any embroidery of any kind, 
it may be put in a clean suds and ecalded a 
few minutes. If it is embroidered, wash 
through two waters, rinse in a clear, luke- 
warm water, then dio in blue water, to which 
a little boiled starcn has been added, and 
dry in the shade. Nothing cleanses the linen 
so nicely without injuring the delicate colors 
as washing this way. 

To remove fruit stains dampen the spots, 
‘ub soap on both sides, then apply starch 
made into a paste with cold water. Rub the 
starch into the staing and hang the cloth in 
the sunshine several hours. After the cloth 
is washed in the usual manner the stains will 
disappear. In this age of pretty things for 
the home there is nothing in which the good 
housekeeper takes more pride than her table 
linen. Be sure to get a good quality of dam- 
ask for tablecloths, for it will last a long 
time and be more economical in the end than 
a coarse, cheap piece. When tiny breaks 
occur Mraw ou the threads from a piece of 
new linen, thread a needle with one of these 
threads, and darn the place carefully. It iz 
better to do this before the tabiecioth is 
laundered, as the washing is likely to fray 
the edges and make the place larger. A rag- 
ged tear should be mended by placing a piece 
of linen under it and darning it down. 

When fringed napkins and doilies are used 
the fringe often becomes ragged and uneven, 
while the linen centers are still good. Cut 
the fringe off and hem the napkin by hand. 
The best parts of a tablecloth which is con- 
siderably worn may be cut in squares and 
neatly hemmed and used for carving cloths 
for everyday use or napkins for the children’s 
lunches or for table napkins for little folks.
